 andirational thing. As for the nails of the feer, my opinion is with 

Baptiſta, Porta the Neopolitan, that they fall under Phyſiognomy, and thoſe of the hand 
under Chiromancy, as the lines of the foreheadfall under Metopoſcopy ; ſeeing Chiro- 
mancy (as we have ſaid inirs definition) is a 4;rviation by looking on the hand; the »#/s 
that are contained in ir, ought therefore to contribure ro theſe judgements, and ought 
not tobe ſeparated from rhe body of this Science; bur thoſe of the feer not ſeev ar the 
fiſt Gight by the Chiromancer, he refers themro Phyſiognomy, though there cannor 
any great lignifications or judgements be drawn from them, becauſe moſt commonly 
there is ſomedeformiry, chrongh daily cravel, Rraight ſhooing, and the weight _ 
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they ſuſtain, and other accidentswhich happen co chis low part, as being the bottom

..- When - would draw any Judgement from them, we are roobſerve theſe things, 
viz, Whether they are broad, white, narrow, long,oblique, lictle, round, fleſhly,pale, 
black, yellowiſh, red, and marked. The Nails were made for the defence and Orna- 
ment of the fingers, as being made, as Gal. ſaith De ſubſtantia que carne eſt (wy | 
wolligr, Bur before I enter into my Judgementsof rhem, I will creat firſt of ſome ſe- 
crer and divining Sciences which depend of ir, as Qnimancy, which from chem hath 
irs denomination, and is commonly called the Science of rhe Nails, ſome call ic the 
obſervation of che Angel Ur:e/. Ic is done inthis manner ; you take a young boy, or 2 
young girlethatis a Virgin, and upon the Nail of her Righr-hand, or on the hollow of 
palm of the hand you pur ſome Oyl of Olives; but the Oyl of Wallours miogled with 
Tallow or blacking is better. | 
Jam willing ro communicate to the curious Student of this Science, fome particu. 
laricies of ir) which are not ordinary nor common, He muſt therefore know in the ficſt 
place thar che Girl, haviog the Nail or the Palm rubbed wich Oyl, mu be turned coe 
wards one part of the world, according to the thing that he defires to. know ; . If jt 
be for money, or other things hidden in the earth , if it- be required to know where 
they are, you muſt curn che face of the Virgin towards the Ealt, where is obſerved 
che Angel Ariel, which is the chiefeſt of the Angels which are. obſervediin this $cjz 
ence, If icbe ro diſcover ſome perſons that have commirred ſome. fault, or if it be for 
ſome perſon that you would know out of affection, you muſi-curn the face of the 
Child rowards the South, where is obſerved che Angel #rie/ , which is the ſecond ; 
If it be for a robbery or thefc that hath been commirred inthe night, and ic be defired 
ro know the robbers or thieves, and where they havelaid che thing lollen, you muſt 
tvry the Childs face rowards the Weſt, and there obſerve Afirie!, who is the third 
Gemus of this Science : But when a friend is murdered, and chat you would know 
the Murderer, you muſt turn the Childs face cowards the North, and obſerve the Anz 
gel Gediel, who is the fourth of this Science, Bur you muſt *farcher nare, char for xg 
do wonders in this Science, you muſt cauſe the Child co repear the 72 verſes of the 
Pſalms of David choſen and collected by rhe Ancienc Hebrew Cabaliſis for their Q- 
racle DYPMNDNDT #rim, Thummim, which was not contrary rothis Science,when God 
| had recalled his more particular favours from the Hebrew people for their fins and ]- 
dolatry ; we find in ſome of the Rabbies, thar rowards the end they andinted the 
ſtones of the Ephod, or peRoral of the High Prieſts with Oyl., whence hath ariſcp 
the Science- which rhe Greeks call xgv5aaauer]ue, or Chryſtallomarcy, which. hath 
been exerciſed among that people, and reverenced as their Oracles; and from them 
came theſe two, On:mancy, and Catoptromancy. Now theſe 72 verſes are faithfully 
collefed by Rexclin in the third Book of the Cabaliftical Arr, and in the Treatiſe de 
verbo mirifico, where inevery verſe there is the venerable name of four Letrers, and 
the three lettered pame of the 72 Angels, which are referred ro the expoſitive nams 
Schembammaphoras, which was hidden in the folds of che lining of the Tipper of the 
High Prieſt, | | | 
The firſt of thoſe werſes is, Et tu Donne ſuſceptor mens es, gloriamea, & txaltays 
capt menmwhich isreferred to the firſt Leccer, which is Þ, andco the firſt high name, 
Vehuihab. | FE . 
"The ſecond vetſe, Et tw Domne ne elongaverts auxilium tuum a me. ad defeuſiongny 
. meam conſpice, which is referred to the ſecond Letrer 2, and ro the ſecond name 
Teliel ; ſ6 of the reſt, which he char is curions will find out in the Books before merxt- 
We find in the wricings of ſome Ancient Rabbies., among others, Nehemanider, 
thar before David had compoſed his Pſa/mzs , they had no other affiftance bur this 
: bord Schembammaphoras, which Moſes by rhe Commandment of God pur ſecretly 
into the lining (as I ſaid before) of the pe&oral of the Sacerdoral ornaments, and 
' raughr by word of mouth the ſecret manner of making uſe of it, with the orher prjn- 
cipal Myſteries of the Law, co the wiſe and diſcreet Elders of the people. Moteoyer 
this Ancient Rabby ſayes, chat that Oracle #rim and Thumpim was the work q 
God,” as well as the Tables of the Commandments , and were all given ar che ſame 
| time 
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time ro Moſes on Mount Sinai. As forrim, it was graven as the ſacred names, by 
vertue whereof rhe hidden letters appeared, and 7hummim was that' which made 
them legible ; forthe ſpicic of che Prieſt which was imployed co enquire of che Lord 
by the means of this O-acle #r:m3 and 7 hummins, being enlightned by the Madrogah, 
; which is on? of che degrees of the holy Spirir, inferiour rothe Prophetical Viſions, bir 
ſyperiour to that heavenly voice , which hey called 71m , filia vocrs, the 
davghter of the voice. The, Hebrews hold ir for. certain, that this voice foretold 
what was to come, ifluing from berween che rwo Cherubins of the Propitiatory ; 
and the place where this voice was heard, was called 1217 Debhir, as much as to 
ſay, Oracle, or familiar diſcourſe with God : That reigned, asſaich Rabby Salomor, 
from the ſecond Temple till our Lord Jeſus Chriſt}, the letrers which did appear in 
fight mighc be-compared to Miztayphoth, or joyning of words, whereof ſome ſenſe 
could be drawn, as when David asked God whether he ſhould goup into one of the 
Cities of [uda, they ſay thar thereupon there appeared cheſe threelerters 172y,which 
fignifie Go up : thefirft, viz. Y of that of S:meon, the ſecond rhar of Levs, the third 
of Iuda, ſo that all that was but one divine Oracle , which chey uſed in- great and 
urgent affairs, as we read in Numbers, Ante Eleazarum Slteerdotem ſtabit qui mter- 
roget pro eo judicinm rim coram Domino, And there was none admitted to* addreſs 
themſelves to this Ocacle, but che King or Magiſtrate , as may be ſeen at large in the 
Jewiſh Talmnd, in the Treatiſe Maſſechtah Tomahi, of the days, From this Oracle 
and ſecrer communication is ſprung this Science of Onimancy ; for asthe Prieſt who 
was ordained to conſult, ought notto be polluted, and ſhould for onz' moneth ab- 
{tain from the uſe of his own wife , ſo the conſulcation in this Science is to be per- 
formed by a Child that is a Virgin, the one upon tranſparent ſtones, the other vpon 
a tranſparent nail, and upon the chryſtal or glaſsof che ſame qualicy. In the firſt 
Aves of rhe invention of this Science, it was received by all, and recommended, bur 
time harh caſt ſome ſuſpicion upon ir, becauſe ſome have abuſedir, adding to it ſome- 
ching thar Was ſuperſtitious,» and making it roo common, and uſing ir in rhe vileſt and 
mo!t conremptible things ; beſides that che compendious words of rhis Science have 
been altered and changed by ſome ruſticks which would needs be medling with ic, I 
have he{towed my endeavours in this Science and ſecret of the Nails, and that the ra- 
ther, becauſe I would convince a ſort of men who will believe nothing, bur call all 
things into queſtion, which comes not within the capacity of their ſhallow appre- 
henſ1ons, and by that means fall into a damnable Atheiſm, thinking rhat Spirics, Ge- 
nius's and Angels do things more then ordinary, and rhat inthis Science, and others 
that follow, there are ſeenthings more then narural and ordinary , when they are 
done by knowing men ingennouſly , in the name and fearof God I ſay this, without 
any confradiction of the Laws of Chriſtianity, or any violation to the Church of Chriſt, 
undet the Goſpel, of whom by the Grace of God, I have had che happineſs to be a 
known member : In the faich of which I hope I havelived, and in the ſame 1 defire 
to endeavour to live and dye, withour either ftraytme from her Ordinances. As for 
thee curious Student, do what I haye ſaid before, af cho ſhalr ſee wonders, and par- 
ticularly by the means of the great names of God, which are 72. Ler us now conſi- 
der Coſcinomancy : This Science of Coſcinomancy is practiſed with a Sack or'a Sieve, 
whereina pair of Tongs are put intorthe middle of a Circle, which Topgs the Latins 
call Forceps, and each ſide of the Tongs is pur npon the Nails of the Thumb oftwo per- 
ſons which look one upan the other (for becauſe theſe Tongs or Pincers muſt be upon 
. the Nails, we attribute this Science to Chiromancy) yer ſome put them uponthe Nails 
of the middle-tinger; and when they are chus placed, they call by rhe name and fir- 
nime choſe whom they ſuſpeR co be guilry of the chefc, or other thing done, and afcer 
they have ſo pronounced them, they ſay theſe words, Dies miesjechet, benedafert, do- 
vnima enetemans, and then the Sieve ſhakes and Moves, and falls upon him char hath 
pronounced the name of him that is guilty ; if of the rwo which have been named, 
there be n2icher guilty, the Seiv2 moves not at al, This is it Pi(Forrms Caith of it + I 
have ſeen ſome who have practiſed this kind of Divination, bur nor uſing theſe words, 
but ſome more familiar, yer did wonders; which proceedipgs I will never commend, 
beca''ſe of the ſuperſtition thereof, Above all, there muſt be great care raken rhat 
. the Tongs or Shears be placed upon the middle of the Nail, and confidered any

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be round, or good, or long; bur if it were mine owp, the nail of the middle finger is 
more fitthen that of che thumb. Bur ſeeing the Lots were anciencly permitred, even 
in the infancy of the-Church, as we read inthe Acts of the Apoliles, that they cali Lots 
about the Apoltle-ſhip of [udas, to know who ſhould have thar dignity ; Barnabas, or 
Matthias : and this cuſtome they had derived from the Greeks and Latines, witneſs 
the Hamerical and Virgilian Lots ; I hope ic will be granted me by our Maſters in imi- 
ration of Antiquity,as alſo becauſe it was a thing permitced co the Ancient Gasles,vig,, 
their hot water and cold, for ro diſcover the Chaſtity of a man or woman, ro allow the 
Lors of the Sieve withour ſcandal, andſuch as our Anceltors have exerciſed, eſpecially 
in France, as Belott witneſſes in the Reign of Charle-maign , and his ſon Charles the 
Bald, nay in the Church ir ſelf without any queſtion, as it may. be ſeen in che French 
Ancient Ricuals, in this mapner. When there was a que{tion of ſome thing, wherher 
ic were of Theft,or other matrer, they came to accuſe rhem that were ſuſpeCted guiley 
of ir, to him that knew how'ro caſt the Lot ; then two being together, and holding ths 
Sack upon the nail of the thumb, or middle-finger, the Maſter prayed thus, Des.qui 
beatam Snſannam de falſo crimine liberaſti.: Deus qui beatam Teclam de fpeitaculys libg+ 
raſtr: Deus qui ſanitunms Danelens de lacs Leann liberafti, & tres pueros de caming 
19nts ardent; eripuiſtt, tu libera innocentes & conſegna fattores, per Dominum noſtrum, 
Thar being ſaid, the Maſter naming the firſt ſuſpected or accuſed, ſaid, NV. by Saint Pe- 
ter, by Saint Pau! thou haſt ir, the other anſwered by Saint Peter, &c, he hath nor, 
That beipg repeated thrice, if the accuſed had commiccedthe fault, the Sieve turned, if 
not, it remained ſteady, without moving at all, arid chat was a demoſtrationbf the in- 
nocency of the accuſed, All this was anciertly deraved from the Jews, and Vadianys 
iy his Commentaries upon the Pextatexch, that the water of probation was bur a falſi- 
fied thing, meerly to frighten the fimple, who through fear admire thoſe things chey 
underſtand nor, eſpecially when they are done by thoſe who are their Leaders,and chief 
Pillars in Religion, who make uſe of that means torerain them in their dury, and v+ 
nice them to their Prince, as well by the fear of the Ecerpal God, as the Magiſtrate, 
there being added to thisall choſe ſecret things, which as Cicero ſaith, depend of the 
gods, Now the moving or turning of the Sieve, denotes the accuſed guilcy, falling 
on him, accuſerh him, and -irs immobility his innocence.. l 
So much fot this Science. . | 
Let vis now examine that Science which. the Greeks call 4aex &$yw]eres Aleftre: 
maxcy, or Divination by a Cock; which depends of the Nails , and conſequently of 
Chiromancy, He therefore that defires ro know ſomerhing, whether ic be a Robbery, 


' Theft, or che name of a Succeſſor,or the pame of ſome body in any other Caſe,muſt in 


2 good cloſe place make a Circle, which he mult equally divide into ſo many parts ag

Ic is to be noted, that thisis to be done wher the Moor is in Ariecor Leo, or the Sus 
muſt be ineither of chem. The Wheat being thus placed, he muli rake a young Cock 
or Cock-chickin all white ; he muſt cur off his claws, and cauſe him to twallow them 
together, with alictle ſcrovl of Parchmenc, made of a Lambs-skin, wherein ſhall bg

This prayer ended, inputting the ſaid Cock intothe Circle, he muſt ſay theſe two 
Verſes, which are:taken'our of the Pſalms of David, Domine, dilexi decorem damus 
tne, & locum babitationis tus, 2, Domine Deas virtutum, converte nos, & «ftende fe 
ciem tans, & ſalvi eriymms. Theie two Verſes are inthe middle of the 952. choſen by 
che Cabaliſts, as I have ſaid before, they are juli inthe middle, having 35. of each (ide;

This Science was much practiſed in the Times of the firſt Emperours, even in the 
Church; as well as Cl:domancy, derived am 7s #azgs, wherefore the Greeks call ir 
ca udyrear, wherein was uſed a Key;abour which there was written the name of him 
that was ſuſpe&ed of the Thefr, or ocherthing , npon paper - which Key was tyed 
ro a Bible, and all was born up upon the nail of the Ring-finger of a Virgin-egirle, who 
held all-hung by athred, which ſhe had ſpun for the purpoſe, and ſaid ſofcly this 
Verſe three times, Exurge Donne, adjuva nos, OT redime nos propter nomen ſanitum tu- 
»m, . Theſe things being performed, if the Key and Book turned, it was certain that 
the accuſed had commirred the thing ; if there was no tuning, ic declared him in- 
nocent. Some Ancients add chereunto the ſeven Pſalms with rhe Letanies, and the 
. ſecrer prayers, which'were pronounced high, and were formidable becauſe of the re- 
petition of ſome Hebrew words contained therein, with che names of God, And 
when they came to pronounce thereinthe name of himthat had commirted the Thefr, 
the Key and Book curned; and there was an inpreſſion found upon him thar was 
ouiſry.in the form of a Key, or elſe heloſt an eye; whence came the proverb, Ex ocu- 
lo quoque.excuſſo Hodie fur cogneſcitur, This was to be performed when the Sux or 
Moog were 1n Virgs, | 
'  Dattilomancy was performed by Rings put on the nails of the fingers, made when nagtoman- 
the Su, entred Leo, and che Joon was In Gem; or elſe the Sun being in Geming, cy, 
and the M4901 in C axcer, her own houſe, and Mercary alfo in Gemin:; or elſethey were 
to be made when the Su» was in Seg:ttarins, and rhe Moon in Scorpio, and Mercury in 
Leo; they were made of gold, (ilver, copper, iron, lead, 
'Fhe Lots alſo of the holy Scripture were much n requeſt and nſe, all che time of the 
Primitive Church, wich Ceremonies concerning the Natts, which 1 will not bring up- 
on the Stage here, becauſe I would avoid prolixiry. There*is ſorewhar yerto be ſeen 
of it in the Hiſtory of Gregory of Tours, which hapned in his rime upon che Tomb of 
S. Martin, when Meroveas being in perplexicy whar ſhould become of him for the 
furure. went and conſulted afrer this manner. , NS 
Bur we have ſpoken ſufficiently of theſe Sciences; let us now advance to the pre- 
ditions and fignifications of rhe Nails. ' Although we have at cae beginning of this 
| Chapter laid down.che forms of the Nails, it 1s nevertheleſs neceſſary rhar in this place 
alſo I ſhould expreſs them by way of a Table, thar fo Imay render them more eaſie to 
be nnderfiood, and make their Srgnifications more readily conceived,

Nay, thoſe that have in all 
Ages been the {evereſt Cenſurers of theſe Sciences , have 
been forced to admit and commend it, One of them ſpea- 
king. of it, ſays, Phyſrognomia confeſtens intra cancellos naturalis 
Philofophie, licita «ft, & habet al:quid probabilitatis :' yer this 
good man makes diſtinEtions as he pleaſes , that ſo while 
he approves-a Science according to this deſire, he might 
diſlike the method and principles which other- men hold; 
being unwilting that any Science be received in this Ape, 
if it hath not paſled the fearce of Cenſure, at leaſt that of 
thoſe of his own profeſſors, as being ' ambitious for the 
title of Illuſtrators of ſome Sciences, and of deſtroyers of 
thoſe which pleaſe themnort. Tis an abuſe that reigns at 
the preſent, and which cauſes Antiquity in its fimplicity' 
to be extinguiſhed and maim'd by theſe expurgators ; and

»trenda ſuſpe& tothe Pope, Therefore nor to infilt any farther on theſe diſcontſes 
and Hiftories , which the Reader may find if he pleaſe, in the Authors before menti- 
oned; I ſhall only for to conclude, ſay, thar I may without rediouſneſs advance into 
my inftru&ions, that no man can well foretel any thing , and judge of Chiromancy 
withour Phyſjogzomy. Therefore 1 ſhall here give an Epicomeand Abridgemenc, 
ſuch as I ſhall conceive neceſſary for InftruRtion,

For it is to be noted that the mark of the Aſcendent 1s ever the higheſt; that 
of the Suz below it, moſt commonly on the left fide , where the bearr is, which is re» 
ferred to the ſup ; and che other which is below cheſerwo , is that of the governing 
Planet, By the knowledge of theſe marks we may find out the Nativity of any one, 


K caking by theſe marks the three principal parts requefite ro doit , which are the'crue 


Hylegiacal places ; we place them thus, he thar is born under Ares, hath che mark 
anſwering to that ſign, that is in the head, wherher ir appear in the face , or be under 
the hair ofthe head; if it be in the hair rowards the Crown which the Greeks call 
x0ev99 , or in the occiput , or hinder part of the head called ivi%y , he that is born and 
hath the mark in thoſe places, is born in the firſt part of Aries which is called by che 
Arabians Sathay , and hath four Rars , and this mark is ip the form of a little blad- 
der or Wen.

- Becauſe inthis Humane Fabrick, the ioretior and niore ſecret parts of the Body, 
which in admired order and-wonderfull wiſdom are io diſpoſed, conjoingd , and di- 
vided, but ſubtracted fromthe indagatior of the eyes,do vail and accultatethe na- 
tn:e and inclination of any one, as alſo thesffions of the mind : The Almighty 
hath imp: inced thoſe external figns,by which the internal face of 2fan,his condition 
and affeRions, as well of Body as Mind, ro which he ſhould principally be inclined 
to, might be manifelily diſcovered and made'obvious. From whence they ſeen to 
be bighly injurious ro God and Nature, who vpdraiding, both, with this defeR, as 
it there was no other wayto diſcloſe the internal Rate, conditions,and affeRions of 
XMan, than to open his bteft and rake out his Heart ; which certainly would be of 
bad conſequence, and in theirown caſe, a Cure ſufficient co ſcourge their folly ; but

Therefore for this canſe hath Ged ſo diſpoſed the parts and lineaments of the 
Face, and (o ficred the proportiop with the whole Body,that from the Moles in the 
Face,as in a Compendium or Index to the whole Volume of che Body,we might find 
the other Moles of the Body,and derive acertain Judgment cherefrom, For my ewin 
part T declare as I think hereof, thar from that admirable proportion, as the diſpoſiti- 
on of the Mouth, and the conformity , which the Greeks call dr2aayrev, of that 
and other partsof che Face.ro the proporcionate parts of the Body, a man may re- 
ſolve. expediare, and enodate the moit imperceptible latent nodes of natural cauſes , 
and dilucidace aperrly cheir difficult poſitions : by which means it ſo comes to paſs 
char not only the affeQions of rhe Mind, bur the moſt co-opert and hidden marks of 
the Body, yail'd wich our garments or otherwiſe,we may denudare, and certainly de- 
monſtrare ; which thidg cruly is ſo extreamly difficult, rhat it hath not beev yec in 
the right way aſſayed, by apy that I know of, much leſs throughly taughr, by what 
ground or way we might certainly gather the knowledge of the hidden ſecret Moles 


of the Body ,and their fignifications, from the Moles vilibly appeativg on che Face,

According to Method let ns.confidet areaoyizy,or conſpiration(as T may fo call it) 
in two parts,or under theſe ſeveral notions, as we have determined to hold it forth » 
con{idering the quantity or meaſure,or citherthe quality & condition of the ſabjeR, 
from both thefero draw ſprih-natural canſes,affe&ing plainneſs for the greater per- 
ſpicuicy of the matter, we hold forth one under che name of Proportion, the other 
under che appellation of Sitnilicude; as for example, the Bntrocks hold che ſame Ana- 
logy withthe magnitude of the Body in reference to meaſure;as theChecks with the 
other pairs o! the Countenance in compariſon; and this is that we call cheproportron 
of quavtity-or meaſiife, - Butwhereas we ſhall ſhew that the Hips or Burtocks in 2 
certain manner 'may becompared to the Cheeks, ſeeing they are both brawvy and 
fleſhy,:nd-have the ſame proportion in their firuation to the Body,we may protiounce 
this underthe notion of frnvilicede, Tf I ſhould adjoin cauſes derived from certarn 
Aſtronomical Fountains; which I acconnr very meer, and ſhould give the third cons 
dition of Atalogy, ir wontd bring much light to this difficult and obſcure Do&rine, 
Alſo l defire the curious Reader to be admoniſhed that this three-fold Avalogte of 

ikeneſs in all parts of the Face, or in all parts of the Body together , is ſeldome 
od; bur being found , ( the Rules being obſerved which in the fore parr of 


this Work we have laid dowp) thy judgment cannot be fruſtrated, nor can _

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appear, which ſhall infripge che divination of Moles, which we have largely proceed- 
ed in; but now in cettait in whom only theſe cwoare found, as Proportion with Si- 
milirnde, or p:oportion joined with Attronomical Analogy, the reaſon and ground 
of theſe Moles doth plainly and fully app=ar ; when as depending upoy propertion 
with fmilirude, without this Atronomical Analogy, the judgments and concluſions 
yon ſhall draw from hence, ſkall labour under much flanderous ſuſpicion.

Now in the ficit place, that diſtinRly and plaioſy I may lay before the eyes of 
all, -chis Proportion, in which the parts of the Face are referred to the other parts 
of the Body,ic is neceſſary to obſerve, whar proportion the parts of the Face have 
each ro other, and what congruity is obſerved amongſt themſelves; and further- 
more to declare how che proportionable parts cf the Body agreeamong(t themſelves, 
and anſwer each other , and each of theſe diflintly known. To begin with 
the Face - Tothe tight underitanding this proportion”, we mult conceive there= 
in a threefold dimenſion, conhiiing- io longiende, latirnde, and profundity; al s 
rhongh longitude be the moſt obſervable in chis Subje&, yer the other are not ra 
be prerermirzed, Thar we may diſtinguiſh this lopgitude by a right and unerring 
Rule;: the baſineſs requires that we bt indagacions and 'exa@ in the lealt punt of 
rhe meaſure thereof , by which means the other particularsof the Face may apertly 
be known, and meaſured amongli themſelves, And Jaſily, drawing up theſe pro- 
portions according to the Rules of Symmetric, the whole proportion of the Face, 
and all che parts thefeof. exatly may be fonnd, v6 4 ON 

Therefore firſt I confider the hollow berween the bridge of the Noſe and che” 
Mouth reſembling a trench, having a hoſlow in the mid, avd a rifing on each fide , 
which equally divides the upper Lip in rwo parts, and anſwers to each noſiril, by 
like equal dimenfion, this is of leatt conſideration of' any part of the whole Face , 
ſeemingly ; bur a meſt equal and exa&t dimenhon is found herein , be ic larger og 
lefſer, and multiplyed ( as I ſhall ſhew preſently _) ir rendereth by a moft certain 
oreund, a full Rule, by a line as it were, to meaſure the whole Face : for the breadth 
thereof being donbled, is that proportion as is between the Zſouth and the Noſe : 
the meaſure of the upper Lip; being again doubled four-fold, ir renders the propor - 
tion of other parts, as the Jength of che Month; the ſpace berween the Eyes; and 
that ſpace from the nether Lipto the extremity of the Chin, all theſe bear this 
tour-fold proportion, Moreover the length of the Noſe, as alſo the ſpace from the

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What need I inſtance in any more parciculars > The ſymmetry of parts, the pro- 
portion of numbers, the Copgruons conſent of things , and their harmony ; one 
with another, are matters more admirable then expreffible, If we obſervediligent- 
ly with che eye of our mind and reaſon, we may clearly in this Fabrick of the Face, 
diſcern ſuch ipecies of pumbers : Some alike, others uvlike ; ſome likely , yer un- 
like; others uvlikely, yer alike : As alſo, the firſt ſimple, and uncempound, the ſes 
cond compound : Some perfe&, ethers imperfe& ; ſome equal, others unequal ; 
all proportions may here be found , as well Atichmetical , as Geometrical, and all

0s ic may be gachered moſt manifeſily and clearly from what I have already

Whar if I ſhould further add ,chatin the Face are all Geometrical figures, as well 
Circular, as tighr , expreſly to be ſeen ? Cercainly this Conſticncion and Compohii- 
on of the Face , is iofinicely to be admired , and worthy wonder , even to amaze- 
ment, but more worthy of admiration in this, that the Face not only repreſents che 
whole Fabrick of man ; but is alſo a certain, perfeRt , abſolute, compleare Type of 
the whole Univerſe: whichir could not be , unleſs ic did imbrace all anſwerable 
proportions; for if ſo be the whole body be compoſed of this Harmony , and all che 
parts bear che ſame proportion, it was neceflary to confticure one certain part as 4 
ype , that might be able ro menſurate (ag a line,) all the other parts exaRly : 
whereupon the Face as moſt apt to this purpoſe, to be a type of the whole work; fo 
thar from that rype, the marks and figures of che other parts of the body , by a ſure 
ſympathy and fic cognation might be hegnified, 
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Moreover, the great and chief Creator of Nature , knowing the face to be ſome- 
times ſubje& ro deformity ( as in the exuberancy or defeR of macrer, or through ac- 
cidents, from che operations of the agent, through coo much vehemency or remiſ- 
neſs, of che like) the judgement from hence might be difficnlt or ecroneons , hach 
pleaſed to give arvle, as a certain unerring ſtandard, expoſed to our eyes : by the 
which che Face and all the pars thereof , whether they are crue and natural , mighe 
as certainly, as certainty itſelf , be explorated and cryed : And this is] the Hand co 
which Mortals owe much, By the hand are enemies repelled, the life defended , 
Sphzces, Globes, and, as it were, new Heavens are fa&ticared ; Cities, Houſes, Ships, 
ure thereby Fabricated : With the bard , Garments are woven , and made fir fot 
mans uſe: all chivgs in imirationof Nature, are therewith Painted ; figures are cur , 
and Scacues ingraven : Pictures are by the hand moſt lively Chadowed ; And laſlly, 
Hiftories,as living Monuments cf timesand Lawes, are therewith written; the hand, 
therefore as the cormmon aid and power of the whole 'body, is rhe meaſure, or bea- 
reth the proportion ofthe Face for ſuch is the natural proportion of the Face in 4 
longicude, as is the length of the band, from the wrif, to che end of che middle fin- 
ger ; which rule fails in yery few men; and as all the: parcs of the Face meaſurably 
proportionable, in-an harmonious way, reſpe& each other : So likewiſe the parts of 
the hand amongſt themſelves, and inrelation toother parts of the body, rerain a cer- 


taintrue dimenſion; as fic, the index, or forenfiger , the length thereof meaſured

10 what the parts of the hands agree among(t themſelves ; as allo theic congruity

Wherefore that I may for the benefit and delight of the Reader, fully open this 
truth, 1 ſhall moſt accurately delineate, as in a Table, and graw forth che proporti-

Firſt, How much is the levgth of the Face, and the circumference of the Fore- 
head, ſo much is the length of the Hand, from the Wriſt to the end of the middle

Furthermore, that joynt which is the firſt and greateſt, nexc the palm of the fore-+ 
finger, rendreth the alticude vf the Forehead as alſo,the ſecond and third joynt of 
the ſame finger, conſidered co the extremity of the nail together, are obſerved ne - 
ver todifter in menſural proportion, from that ſpace which is from the npper eye-lid 
to the orbicular part or middle of the Noſe: The firſt and greareſ(t joynt of the 
middle finger, is found to agree in juſt dimen{on, ro that ſpace which extends from 
the lower part of rhe noſe, to the upper pare of the chin, under the nether lip : The 
ſecond joynt of that finger meaſureth the whole chip ; but the firſt and greateſt 
joynr of the rivg finger, moſt exaRly anſwers in proportion to the chin , from the * 
lower lip to the extremity thereof : The third joynr, next the nail of the middle 
fivger, moſt adzxquately meaſvrerh thar Jacunous hollow of the vpper lip in length ,

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Do&rine a nicity : whenas every man ought with care in,and above all Rudies,toen- 
deavour this above the contemplation ot all other things, ſe:pſums noſcere , to kyow 
himſelf ; wheretore moſt worthy are they of juſt reprehention, who negleRing this 
knowledge, ſpend their ſwear and labour in the inveltigation of Terreſtial FraQts , 
the immenhty of the Sea,and in the roilſom circumſpettion of the maſt remote and 
vaſt Univerſe : as alſo the ignore dimenſions of che harmonious Spheres; even like 
unto them who through over much ambition, or overcome wich curioicy,are carried 
on with their full might, afcerthe floating bubble of popular applauſe in civil admi- 
piſtrations, or the diſpenſation of publique affairs, whepinrche mean time, chrough

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Wherefore that I might invite othersto this uſefol Philoſophy,T have ar laſt ſer my 
hand to this work, wherein I would have confidered,thar nature, by ſuperlative pro- 
vidence, and principal induſtrious ſtudy, hath fabricated rhis StruRure of che Body 
the Face being<onltituted in the very upper and moſt conſpicuous part thereof; in 
which,as ina glaſs,the whole Man might ſhine forth, and be made more eafily obvi- 
ous to the eyes of rhe beholders, as alſo thereby be repreſented to us, the 1deas,

The Face is, as I have ſaid, the beginning and principal (as it were) of the body 
exterpal, on which all che proportionsof the whole body depend, as number on a 
Unice, and aline vpona pun or point; Concernipg which I obſerye and derermine, 
that moſt commonly in ovr Region and the adjoyning,che longicude of the bedy ge- 
nerally anſwerethto the length ofthe whole face g.times.I deny notbut rhatin fome 
men, nature is more dilared, in others more Toncraced ; for there are ſome,whoſe 
beight or lengthof body, equalizech the dimenſion of the face ten times, others 
eight times ( berweey which nine is the medium) very rare itis, if the body exceed 
not ſeven propottionable dimenſions of the Face ; the bigseſt exceed not ren mea- 
ſures of the face ; the leſſer, as they are vor under ſeven, ſo they exceed nor eight; 
for ſcarce ever is the brevity of the body concluded in ſo narrow a period, bur ir ex- 
rends to ſeven meaſures of the Face in length ; for Narare indeed, which hath wich 
the greateſt induliry,and Symmetrical harmony,made Mans body humane, ſo abſoluce 
above all other chings, making Man the Maſter-piece of ker operation, cannot be 
guilty of ſo indigelied, impoliſh'd, imperfect a piece. . The caller, who are found

out the proper meaſures of either magnitudes, of that which anſwers the ninefold 
proportion of the ſace, which is the mean; as alſo the other which exceedeth this 
magnitude, which is to be found in very few men; and to make appear how either 
of theſe magnitudes, from the headto the heel, are diſtinguiſhed into nine and cen

As concerning the firſt, we are to know, that in the face by a natural proportion, 
righeſy formed (as I have before explained) are found three ſpaces equal amongſt 
themlelves, The ficſt is of the forehead, and is that proportion which isconcained be- 
rwixt the eye-brows, and che extremity of the heir on the rop of the forehead : The 
ſecond is of the noſe, from the beginning of rhe eye-brows; thechicd is from the noſe 
tothe excremity of thechin, Many of the ancievt Phyloſophers have called the firft 
'the fiore-houſe of wiſdome : The ſecond Dimenſion {which is che noſe) cenderh co 
beauty and ornament : The third, which contains the mouth, according co Philoſo- 
phers , eſt bowitatz edes , The ſeat of goodneſs ; therefore theſe three ſpacesor mea- 


ſures, being often taken, teach , by a certain, ſure and _—_— rule , thac

ende of the hbdy. Thefirttof the nine menſural parts, is the Face itſelf; the ſecond 
is fromthe: rhroac, co rhe extremity of the: breatt, where ariſeth the eriſle called E- 
ſforzwia, hearing rhe form. of: a Sword : Thethird reacherh from hence co the navil : 
'The fourch, from rhe navil ſomething beyond che groin, to the beginning of the hip, 
ec:huckle: bone: The fifth and fixth, from thence ro the knees + The ſeventh and 
cighth.dimenfions extend co the anckle bote + And the ninth , ſucceeds in order 
fron tbe anckle co the ſole of the ſoor.

Moreover, we may take notice, thac Mother Natnre hath affeRed iv the firſt for- 
mation of Man, a quadrapyte figure full andperfeAly zquilateral, which appears ve- 
ry often in many morrals, and eſpecially in ther who have their members cloſely 
compadt ; and referring to this conſideration, Nature hath conſlitnted the Center in 
the groin, repreſenting Man equally large and long : For choſe nine dimenſions by

ſhewn, and may be able abundantly co repleat the delice of the Contemplator + Buc 
paſſing by words, I offer ro the eye the thing it ſelf, and the example, 
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Whoſoever dilligently inſpeReth the.farchead , and finderhic rifGng, plain io the 
middle part , circular op the hides , divided with a line above , which is cerminaced 
with the figure of a triangle, having tranſverſe a various concourſe of lines, like to fur- 
rows, and obſerves the brow to'have the right and letc proportions; as alſo che pro» 
montory inthe midſt congruent, behold he hath expreſled here, not obſcurely by that 

art, the univerſal poſiture of the body , which adjoyneth eo the chroac ; which patc 
y reaſonof its poſition, rbe Phyſlitians call Medium ventrem , the mide belly , be- 
cauſe it is ed in the midſt, berween the lower -belly and the head, Hippocrates, 
che true Father of Philoſophy, 7 Aphor. calls it ventrems ſuperiorem, the upper belly; 
from the Greeks ir is called 5g.t perhaps am 78 32a, that is,to leap, move or pant ; 
becauſe in this part is the ſeat of the heart and irs continual motion : or as the Stoicks 
have itregd7d 3800 5p4y referring tothe mind, becauſe they hold that theſe parts con- 
eaiq the divine part of our mind - The breſt is every way moſt notably bounded and 
limiced, as extended from the throat to the Diaphragma or Catilagian Xiphoidan 
Muſcle or Midriff, which is round, lying overchwarr che lower part of the breſ?, ſepa- 
cating the heart and lights from the fiomach; for ir takes its beginning from the 
craw bone or channel bone of the throat , and endsat che Midtift ; the former parc 
with the upper bone of the breſt where the ribs meer ; the lower parc withthe joyne 
of che back bone; che right and left fide with 12. ribs as with certain limits , is cir- 
cumſcribed ; the former thereofmolt beauriful , excelling amovgſt the other parts of 
the body ; it is moſt capacions , moſt fortified, and ſomething ati6ng or ſwelling in 
the midi, arch like : all which proportions are eogethe: found in the forchead, which 
is capacious, irons, rifivg, and extended, ſothat it may be donbced, whether the bref} 
be ſeen inthe forehead, er the forehead in the breaſt ; for you may rightly compare 
with the triangle of the forehead, the channel bone and the 6carti/aginam; with the 
lines of the forehead the ribs of the breaſt ; with the promontories of the brow , the 
pops of the breaſt - no wonder therefore if a mole appear in the forehead , that there 
e another ſeen on the breaſt and back, by reaſon of the affinity of poſition, which 
in order is repreſented , if we behold theeye brows which are annexed to the brow, 
we may ſee their Analogy with the ſhoulders, which are the moſt eminent part of 
the body, and are connexively uniced to the breaſt ard back, as the temples are to 
theforehead, From whence ir comes to paſs, if a mole be diſcerned in this part of 
the face, without doubt you may eafily and certainly conclude a mote in ke man- 
ner on the ſhoulders crowardsthe right or left (ide, according to the poſition of the 0- 
theriv the face, | Fl 

Moreover (chat che admired dilligence of nature might be manifeſt) if there bea 
mole on the eye-brow coward the ear, in like manner (as Ifaid before) another ſhall 
poſſeſs the ſhoulders declinivg rowards the back, 
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In the next place I ſhall paſs co the cheeks, and conſider their nature and poſition, 
that with che more facifitie I may cometo the compariſon; and confideripg theſe 
nacurally,we find they are fleſhy full of vigour, and mgittuce , as much or more then 
apy parcof the face: as to. their poſition, they are olifed in the middle ofthe face 
berween the brow and the chio, I ſhall define the cheeks ro be thoſe parts of the ſace 
which from the meuth ariſe globouſly, apvd moſt emineor. 

Bur now the queſtion will be co what parc of che body , withont prejudice , ſhall 
we oppoſe the cheeks in reference to Analogy > I anſwer the hips or burcecks; for 
theſe parts are fleſhy, and moſ full of blood and fleſhy ſubſiance ; this part of =_ 
body 
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body hath irs poſition berween the lower belly and the thighs ; and inlike mannec as 
the cheeks are ſeated inthe third dimenſion of the face ; ſo are theſe, as to-chethird 
part of the body : therefore if nature hathimpreſſed a Mole on the cheek , you may 
well ſuppoſe ſhe hath impreſſed another on the butrock; as if ic be on the parts of 
the face near the n2le, ſo doth the other anſwer either near the tecrets of nature, or 
farther off, be'ore or behind, as that on the face is toward the noſe , or cowards the 
ear, by which confinity ir ofc -rimes comes to paſs, when a Mole is next the noſe , ir 

ivrech our anathec asnzar th2 ſecrets, (as I notedin the beginning :) it it be onthe 
cheek, then is the other on the butrock, and ſo in anſwerable proportion. Moreover 
as you ſhall not find a mountain wichour its valley nor a promontot y withonr a con- 
cavity , or hollownels ; ſoinlike manner , the eye brows which are the higheſt parc 
chereof, have their hollowneſs and concavity adjoyned. Now {whereas the eye 
brows behold and aſpeR the ſhoulders, ag a hill a mountain; ſo the concavity of the 
eyes aſpeRt the arm holesas avalleya valley; ſo that a mole placed on the hollow 
of theeye, eſpecially che lower part thereof, moſt certaivly beſpeaks another on the 
oppoiire place in the arm hoſe ; bur with this difference; if the mole on the 
eye be near the noſe inthe greater angles, which the Greeks call mwr7ezs, or yes 
becanſe from thence the tears trickling , ſlide down, the other mole declineth and 
adhcareth to that part of the arm-hole next the breſt; buc if the mole be conſpicuous 
near the cemples in the leſſer apgles, or mgwrias, the other is to be underſtood 
to be more near the back, 
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To ſpeak further ofthe noſe and eyes , I ſhall ceaſe and paſs oyer, for as mnch as 
ic is well known coevery Oculiſt and Barber , to what part of the body they bear the 
analogy ;I accounting ic a vertne becoming a modeli man, to:conceal and vail over 
the image of Natures fecrets, rather then openly dere& them in the face. Burifany 
one with an honeft defire of knowing , ſuppoſeth no parc of nature excluded from 
Philoſophical Rudy , by himſelf verily, , if he will apply and convert bis eyes and 
mivd, he may be able ſufficiencly ro attain this curious , even as adopred Scrence : 
for ifavy one conſider the porre&ted form of the noſe, as alſo the annexed balls of 
che eyes, he preſently cannor but have in hiseye and thoughts, thar part which gives 
the approved jull celiimony ofa many, 

Furthermore, if you will examine the moles, there canbe no difficulty in judge» 
ment, if you transfe: the compariſon from the noſe tothe yard , from the eye-lids 
to the cods, the right and lefr fide being obſerved. | 

In women the mouth chiefly commonſtrateth the privy genical, and from che 
form and propottion of the lips; I know not by what limile ro deduce ir to the like 
io nature; for certain, in moſt women the analogy holds , and the fmile is figurazed

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The ears next are con{:derable, which are as wings adhering to both ſides the head 
co which part of the body more tightly may they be aſſimulated then tothe arms?For 
che arms Nature hath afhxed as wings co the body ; moſt rightly therefore a mole on 
or about the ears, ſhews avother infignated on the arms ; but becauſe the arm ispartt- 
ble, and robe diftipguiſhed ip ſeveral dimenſions, as that ſpace which deſcends from 
the ſhoulder tothe elbow, as that which is the brawn of the arm produRed fromtbe 
elbow to the wriſt, and laſtly, the hand it ſelf}, for Experience, the moſt certain 
and obſervant handmaid of Nature, hath caught vs, that ro a mole near the ear , ano- 
ther is anſwerable on the arm near the ſhoulder ; but for that which is upon the ear, 
there is congruencl y another on the brawy of the arm; only the difference confhider- 
able is, whether che Mole be on the upper part of the ear, in the fin of the ear, in 
the midit, or rather in the lower part thereof: if the mole be on the vpper part of 
the ear, it diſcovers one upon the brawnof the arm above the elbow; if onthe 
lower patt of the ear, another is intimated near the hand on the aim, a little _

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the wriſt; if onthe tmiddle of cheear, it ſhews'one co be on the hand ; for the hol- 
fow' of the hand holds Gn with'the Concave of the ear, as the back of 
the hand wich che exrerionr hinder part of the ear. F- | 
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- But moreover (as before I have informed there is evident) ſo great variety 
of, matrer expreſſed in ſo ſmall an Image as the Face, and thar in ſo ſtraight a 
room isencloſed ſo large a demomIration of the whole body , as moſt difiinaly 
bach been opened ; the divine Archice& hath ficly appointed divers members beſides 
the Face, their due proportions ; partly char without the help of relative compariſon 
they might in their ſympachies be known by themſelves ; and partly that chey mighc 
concur and anſwer other parts of the body, as the parts before explained do anſwer 
to,. Or CORCUrT with the Face ; when ag the Face cannot comprehend a diftin& figure 
of the Feer and Legs,che Hands and Arms have here ſucceeded : And in like man- 
ner, without any prejidire to modeſty, do nakedly, and moſt perfeRly expreſs and 
render this deſcription ; for even asthe Ears the Arms, ſo the Arms repreſent the 
legs ; great is the fimilicude of both, thac well near che ſame parts, the ſame joynts, 
the like promptneſs and apticude ofperforming divers and ſundry funRions appears 
1 both - From henceic comes to paſs, that there have been divers who have been 
able ro ſupply the defeR of theic hands with their Feet, and of their feer with their 
hands: As with che Feer.to write, to paint, to weave, togive, and eafily receive; as 
alſo the hands have been uſeful and expedienr , and neceſſary helps in the expedici- 
onof travel, and principally in any detect of the Feer;z therefore any one having a 
Mole on their Arm, Elbow, Brawn, Wriſt, Hand, or Finger, in like manner he ob- 
rains another on the Leg, Foor, or Toe of the Foot, according to the order and po» 
fiction of the other, 
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As furthermore confidering the cheeks and the chin, whether can theſe be refer- 
red bur to the belly and groin >: With admiration I ſpeak 1c; milk is not more like 
co milk, nor an Egg beareth nor a greater ſimilitude to an Egg, then theſe each ro 
other; if: with more curioſity, we compare theſe, theic fimilicyde will be the more 
conſpicuous : The cheek is fetby Rich is the belly and buttocks: and as the chin is 
iD fituation, ſo are the ſecrets : and as the chin terminates and bounds the Face , ſo 
doth.che groin,the belly, and burrocks, From hence it follows that a Mole confticu- 
ced onthe cheek; reveals another on the belly or part thereunco anſwerivg , accar- 
ding to the pofition of right or lefc; ifalſo io the hollow of the nether lip, another 
betwixt the ſecrets and the Navil: ifone be vpan the extremity of the chin, anothec 
is locaced in the extremity of the belly : A Mole likewiſe on che Philtrum or hol-

Ringuiſhed the dominion of the Planers : wherefore then I pray ſhould ic ſeem ab- 
ſyrd to be ſpoken, that every one of us ſo ſoop as we are born and formed , receive a
